Moved  and  seconded  the  Town  vote  to  finance  the 
local  share  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  sewerage 
system  by  paying  fifty  percent  {50%)  of  the 
local  cost  of  the  main  sewers  from  general  tax 
revenues  and  by  assessing  the  remaining  local 
costs  on  the  bettered  properties,  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  acting  as  a  committee 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  83,  Section  1  to  take  all 
action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  vote.  A 
standing  vote  was  taken  -  The  result  91  for  and 
62  AGAINST.

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  by-law,  certain  terms  and  words 
used  herein  shall  be  interpreted  as  follows,  unless  a  contrary 
meaning  is  specifically  required  by  the  text. 

2.  Word  definitions 

a.     The  word  person  includes  a  firm,  association, 
organization,  partnership,  trust  company  or 
corporation,  as  well  as  an  individual. 
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b.  The  present  tense  included  the  future  tense,  the 
singular  number  includes  the  plural,  and  the 
plural  number  includes  the  singular. 

c.  The  word  shall  is  Mandatory »  the  word  may  is 
permissive . 

d.  The  words  used  or  occupied  include  the  words 
intended,  designed  or  arranged  to  be  used  or 
occupied. 

e.  The  words  lot  includes  the  words  plot  or  parcel. 
Term  definitions. 

Accessory  building.    A  structure  located  on  the  same 
lot  with  the  main  structure ,  detached  or  attached, 
which  is  subordinate  and  customarily  Incidental  to 
the  use  of  the  main  building. 

Accessory  use.    The  purpose  for  which  a  building  or 
lot  is  intended  which  is  subordinate  and  customarily 
incidental  to  the  use  of  the  main  building  or  land. 
Agriculture.    Agriculture  shall  include,  but  not  be 
limited  to  farming,  animal  husbandry,  horticulture, 
floriculture,  truck  gardening  and  tree  farming. 
Building.    A  combination  of  any  materials,  whether 
portable  or  fixed,  having  a  roof  and/or  exterior 
walls  built  to  form  a  structure  for  the  shelter, 
support  or  enclosure  of  persons,  animals,  chattels 
or  property  of  any  kind. 

Dwelling.    A  permanent  or  temporary  building  contain- 
ing  one  or  more  dwelling  unit. 

Dwelling,  multiple  unit.    A  permanent  or  temporary 
building  containing  more  than  one  dwelling  unit. 
Dwelling,  single  family.    A  permanent  or  temporary 
building  containing  not  more  than  one  dwelling  unit. 
Dwelling  unit.    One  or  more  living  or  sleeping  rooms 
constituting  a  separate  housekeeping  establishment 
and  containing  independent  cooking  and  sleeping 
facilities  arranged  for  the  use  of  one  or  more  indi- 
viduals or  a  family  living  together  as  one  house- 
keeping unit. 

Family.    One  or  more  legally  related  persons  occupy- 
ing  a  single  dwelling  unit,  including  domestic 
employees,  and/or  up  to  five  unrelated  persons  living 
together  as  a  single  non-profit  housekeeping  unit. 
HOME  OCCUPATION.    Accessory  use  of  a  service  character 
conducted  within  a  dwelling  by  the  residents  thereof, 
which  is  clearly  secondary  to  the  Principal  use  of  the 
dwelling,  and  does  not  change  the  character  thereof. 
Lot.    An  area  or  parcel  of  land  or  any  part  thereof  in 
common  ownership  with  designated  boundaries,  and  used 
as,  or  available  for  use  as  the  site  for  one  or  more 
buildings,  or  other  land  use  not  requiring  building. 
Lot,  registered  building.    An  area  or  parcel  of  land 
in  common  ownership,  with  defined  boundaries  in 
conformance  with  this  by-law  and  designated  on  a  plan 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  recorded  in  the  Hampshire 
County  Registry  of  Deeds,  or  on  a  deed  duly  recorded 
in  said  registry. 

Parking  space.    An  off-street  space  of  not  less  than

Use.    The  purpose  for  which  a  building  or  lot  is 
intended,  designed,  arranged,  occupied  or  maintained. 
The  vote  was  150  in  favor  and  21  opposed.

ARTICLE  Vi     Motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  vote 
to  amend  Section  VIII,  Paragraph  1,  of  the  Protective 
by-law  of  the  Town  of  Williamsburg  by  adding  thereto  a 
new  Paragraph  2  to  read  as  follows t 

The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  the  power  after  public 
hearing  notice  has  been  given  by  publication  and  posting 
as  provided  in  section  eleven  of  Chapter  40A  of  the 
General  Laws  and  by  mailing  to  all  parties  in  interest 
to  grant  upon  appeal  or  upon  petition  with  respect  to 
particular  land  or  structures  a  variance  from  the  terms 
of  this  by-law  where  such  Board  of  Appeals  specifically 
finds  that  owing  to  circumstances  relating  to  the  soil 
conditions,  shape,  or  topography  of  such  land  or 
structures  and  especially  affecting  such  land  or 
structures  but  not  affecting  generally  the  zoning

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FINANCE  COMMITTFS  REPORT 


The  Finance  Committee  has  reviewed  all  town  budgets  as  well  as 
attended  the  school  committee's  financial  meetings. 

Nearly  all  requests  were  in  line  with  last  year's  cost,  with 
increases  primarily  in  the  fixed  costs  of  heat,  light  and  supplies. 

Wages  and  salaries  remained  constant  in  most  cases.     Tne  Tax 
Collector  and  Treasurer  have  requested  increases  due  to  increased 
work  loads  and  hours  expended  on  the  job.    Most  positions  in  the 
town  have  a  fixed  salary  for  job  classification  rather  than  hours 
worked,  and  it  is  basically  understood  that  most  salaries  reflect  the 
generosity  of  the  individual  filling  that  position. 

The  use  of  standard  type  budget  request  forms  and  similar 
categories  within  the  request  has  enabled  the  Finance  Committee 
to  better  examine  these  requests. 

Conservative  and  retrained  would  characterize  nearly  all 
budget  requests. 

A  serious  degree  of  caution  must  be  exercised  by  all  depart- 
ments in  accepting  short  term,  partially  or  wholly,  funded  State 
or  Federal  grants.     These  programs  revert  to  the  town  when  complet- 
ed and  could  have  serious  tax  consequences. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  boards,  committees  and  departments  for 
their  cooperation  in  preparing  and  presenting  their  proposals 
this  year.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


In  addition  to  regular  meetings  with  the  usual  routine  prob- 
lems, Selectmen  have  "been  involved  with  Hilltown  and  County  Select- 
men, Flood  Insurance  Mapping,  CETA  projects,  regional  recycling, 
appraisal  of  easements  and  taking  of  land  for  the  sewer,  finance  with 
the  Farmers  Home  Administration,  a  Boston  meeting  with  the  Massachu- 
setts Emergency  Finance  Board  and  many  other  conferences  with  Tighe  & 
Bond  and  the  Town  Attorney  in  regard  to  the  Sewer  project.  Meetings 
regarding  Millpond  Village  promoters  of  a  project  to  remodel  the 
former  Brass  Shop  into  apartments  met  with  great  opposition  from 
the  townspeople  resulting  in  a  withdrawal  of  their  petition  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals  for  variation  of  the  Town's  bylaws. 

1977  was  the  year  for  many  changes,  first  with  the  resignation 
of  Janice  Bannister  who  efficiently  served  for  12  years  as  Town 
Secretary  in  addition  to  being  Tax  Collector.    Jeanne  Larareo  was 
appointed  Town  Secretary  on  February  l^th  and  Mary  Clark  as  Tax 
Collector  on  the  same  date.    Adding  to  the  confusion  our  faithful 
and  longstanding  Town  Accountant  retired  and  we  appointed  Carl 
Satterfield  to  fill  that  vacancy. 

Selectmen  gratefully  accepted  a  deed  for  a  parcel  of  land 
adjoining  the  Ellen  Ames  Athletic  Field  in  Haydenville  from  Claire 
Besner. 

During  the  1976-77  winter  season  Harry  Warner,  Highway  Supt. 
reported  33  storms  -  27  snowstorms  with  total  accumulation  of  73 
inches,  18  storms  required  plowing,  4  freezing  rain  storms  and  two 
very  heavy  rains  caused  many  drainage  problems  with  the  required 
sanding  of  26  of  these  storms. 

Geer  Hill  Bridge  was  replaced  in  the  spring  at  a  cost  of 
$6,537.63,  resulting  in  it's  rating  changed  from  3  tons  to  20  tons. 
This  is  the  last  of  the  wooden  bridges  excepting  the  small  wooden 
structure  over  the  spillway  of  the  Mountain  St.  reservoir.  Four 
major  structures  were  painted  and  four  decks  were  sealed  with  black- 
top.   The  Bullard  Bridge  and  Mill  Street  Bridge  still  remain  closed 
until  such  time  as  the  Town  votes  to  replace  them.    Inasmuch  as  no 
monies  were  appropriated  for  new  construction,  reconstruction  or 
improvement  projects  we  await  the  State  sum  promised  in  fiscal 
1978-79  of  $^8,21**. 00  for  a  program  of  reconstruction  or  improvement 
on  so-called  Chapter  #90  roads. 

All  routine  maintenance  work  such  as  sealing,  ditching f graveling, 
sweeping,  basin  cleaning,  etc.  was  completed. 

Harry  Ifarner  implimented  application  for  a  CETA  Grant  for 
Development  of  the  Town  Recreational  Committee  owned  land  on  Briar 
Hill.    The  Grant  was  funded,  resulting  in  69.5  acres  with  nearly 
3  miles  of  trails  for  recreational  purposes,  such  as  hiking,  skiing, 
picnicing,  horseback  riding,  etc.  completed  for  public  enjoyment. 
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This  Williamsburg  Recreational  and  Wildlife  Developement  Project 
was  dedicated  to  Damon  Cheverette,  deceased  member  of  the  Conserva- 
tion Committee.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 


The  Connervation  Commission  In  a  group  of  appointed  citizen?? 
dedicated  to  the  conservation,  preservation,  protection,  and  manage- 
ment of  natural  resources  in  the  Town  of  Williamsburg. 

The  Conservation  meetings,  open  to  the  public,  are  held  on  a 
regular  basis  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month,  7:30  P.M., 
Town  Offices,  Haydenville.    During  1977,  in  addition  to  regularly 
scheduled  meetings,  there  were  3  on-site  viewings  related  to  wet- 
land problems;  one  of  which  involved  misuse  of  town  property 
located  on  Petticoat  Hill,  known  as  the  Nest  Bank.    After  meeting 
with  town  officials  and  concerned  citizens,  measures  were  initiated 
to  alleviate  improper  use  of  the  wetland  area.    In  compliance  with 
the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  a  public  hearing  was  held  on  August  23» 
1977  pertaining  to  the  town  sewer  project  and  the  necessary  permits 
were  granted  with  conditions. 

An  extensive  project  was  initiated  this  past  year  through  the 
Williamsburg  Highway  Dept.  and  the  Federal  CETA  program,  and  the 
Commission.    A  conservation  area  on  Briar  Hill  Road  was  developed 
into  a  recreation  and  wildlife  area. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  town  officials,  townspeople, 
and  the  Dept.  of  Mental  Health  concerning  the  Briar  Hill  Conservation 
Area  and  its  use  by  the  Dept.  of  Mental  Health  as  it  related  to 
their  recreation  project  on  Depot  Road. 

The  Commission  met  with  the  Selectmen  concerning  Chapter  90 
road  construction  on  Mountain  Street,  and  reviewed  preliminary  plans 
for  construction  and  the  implications  to  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act. 
Further  studies  will  be  completed  this  spring. 

During  the  past  year  the  commission  has  received  the  latest 
revisions  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  has  copies  available 
for  any  resident. 

The  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  has  accepted  our  application 
of  the  Mill  River  for  study  under  the  Scenic  Rivers  Act. 

The  major  function  of  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been  to 
respond  to  and  attempt  to  alleviate  numerous  drainage  and  wetland 
problems,  some  of  which  constitue  Hatch  Act  violations.     The  Act 
empowers  the  local  Conservation  Commission  with  the  responsibility 
of  enforcing  the  protection  of  wetlands,  inland  wetland.",,  floodplains, 
and  establishing  a  system  of  scenic  river.",,  streams  and  recreational 
areas . 

The  Amendent,  Chap.  131,  Section  40,  pertaining  to  wetland 
sates  "No  person  shall  remove,  fill,  dredge  or  alter  any  bank, 
beach,  dune,  flat,  marsh,  meadow  or  swamp  bordering  on  the  ocean 
or  any  land  undersaid  waters,  or  any  land  subject  to  tidal  action, 
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coastal  storm  flowage,  or  flooding  without  filing  written  notice 
of  his  intention  to  so  remove,  fill,  dredge,  or  alter,  including 
such  plans  as  may  be  necessary  to  describe  such  proposed  activity 
and  its  effect  on  the  environment,  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to 
such  removing,  filling,  dredging  or  altering."    Said  notice  shall 
be  sent  by  certified  mail  to  the  Conservation  Commission.  All 
necessary  forms  are  available  for  the  Conservation  Commission.

COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Council  on  Aging  held  eleven  (ll)  meetings  during  1977 
with  the  exclusion  of  August. 

In  January  the  Council  accepted  with  regret  the  resigna- 
tions of  Kathryn  Warner  and  Ruth  Mills. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council,  held  in  May,  the 
following  officers  were  elected «    Helen  Kellogg,  Chairperson, 
Karl  Warriner,  Vice-chairman,  Erol  Bowie,  Treasurer  and  Eleanor 
Bowie,  Associate  member,  Secretary. 

The  original  By-Laws  of  the  Council  were  reviewed  and  re- 
vised and  a  new  set  was  issued  to  the  Board  members. 

A  major  step  was  taken  this  year  when  the  Nutrition  Program, 
a  Title  VII  project,  funded  90%  from  Federal  Funds  and  10%  from 
Highland  Valley  Elder  Services,  Inc.,  was  established  with  a  Meal- 
Site  at  the  Council  on  Aging  Center  in  the  Hpydenville  Center 
School.    This  project  was  discussed  with  the  School  Committee,  the 
necessary  arrangements  and  equipment  installed  by  Highland 
Valley  Elder  Services,  Inc.,  at  the  Center.    The  first  meal  was 
served  on  April       1977.    The  official  opening  was  held  on  May  23» 
with  Highland  Valley  and  Town  officials  present. 

The  Council  Center  has  been  notified  by  the  Stavross  Founda- 
tion that  accomodations  for  the  handicap  citizens  in  our  area 
should  be  accomplished  no  later  than  1980  when  all  public  build- 
ings are  directed  to  be  barrier  free.    The  Board  is  concerned 
with  this  matter  and  are  investigating  any  and  all  possibilities 
available  for  the  Center  to  comply. 

The  Western  Massachusetts  Legal  Association  visited  the  Center 
to  present  information  of  legal  interest  to  the  Senior  Center, 
i.e.,  Tax  Abatement  lecture,  Medicare  and  Medicaid  clarification, 
and  Supplementary  Security  Income  data.     They  are  available  to 
give  assistance  to  our  community. 

Drs.  Roberta  Berrien  and  Mark  Gilbert  were  our  .guest  at  a 
noon  luncheon  to  introduce  their  medical  services  to  the  group 
assembled  and  later  returned  to  give  an  excellent  lecture  on  the 
heart  in  relation  to  the  elderly. 

During  the  year  the  Senior  Citizens  have  had  interesting 
trips  and  special  Holiday  parties  supported  in  part  by  funds  from 
the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  and  the  Recreation  Commission, 

The  Recreation  Commission  has  been  very  generous  in  allocating 
funds  toward  the  pleasures  afforded  the  Senior  Citizens  and  we  are 
very  grateful  for  their  support. 
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The  Hilltown  Tranaportation  Bun  has  filled  a  much  needed 
effort  to  nerve  our  Seniors  on  Mondays  and  Fridays  through  the  faith- 
ful dispatcher,  Donald  Baldwin,  with  the  assistance  of  his  wife  and 
Harvey  Versailles,  Chairman  of  the  Hilltown  Transportation 
Commission, 

In  December  Mrs.  Joseph  Hobbs  joined  the  Council  Board  of 
Directors  to  replace  the  vacancy  left  by  Mr.  James  Lyman  who  has 
moved  from  this  area. 

Our  Meal-Site  Manager,  Mrs.  Carol  Ulshoffer,  has  done  much 
for  our  Center  in  the  way  of  activities  and  programming  projects 
beneficial  to  our  Senior  Citizens.    We  are  deeply  indebted  to  her 
for  the  many  ideas  and  time  she  has  devoted  to  our  Center. 

The  Council  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  towns 
people,  the  town  boards,  commissions  and  organizations  who  have  in 
any  way  assisted  us  during  1977.

We  are  grateful  to  the  many  persons 
we  have  contacted  in  giving  us  dates  and  memories  of  the  changes  of 
the  Village  of  Williamsburg. 

The  Commission  expressed,  by  telegram,  to  the  Massachusetts 
Historic  Commission,  its  concern  that  a  possibility  of  fifty-one 
apartments  might  be  placed  in  the  Old  Brass  Shop.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


During  1977,  the  Planning  Board  met  regularly  in  public  session 
three  times  each  month  to  carry  out  routine  and  special  planning 
activities  for  the  town. 

Routine  work  included  the  examination  and  approval  of  numerous 
plot  plans  and  the  review  of  all  special  permit  applications  and 
variance  requests.    When  appropriate,  the  Board  prepared  written 
comments  for  presentation  at  Appeals  Board  hearings,  reviewing  town 
planning  concerns  related  to  proposed  variances. 

Several  special  public  hearings  and  informational  meetings  were 
coordinated  by  the  Planning  Board  to  ensure  adequate  opportunity  for 
citizens  to  express  their  concerns  about  town  planning  activities. 

The  Board  completed  computer  tabulation  of  the  results  of  the 
town  questionnaire  distributed  to  all  households  in  the  town  in 
late  1976.    Analysis  of  the  results  has  aided  the  Board  in  determin- 
ing how  citizens  wish  their  town  to  grow.    The  results  have  also  been 
made  available  to  relevant  town  boards  for  use  in  planning  their 
various  programs. 

The  Board  worked  for  a  number  of  months  with  Catherine  Cole  on  a 
proposed  subdivision  on  Horse  Mountain.    Public  hearings  were  held, 
and  after  a  number  of  specifications  on  the  plan  were  made,  the  Board 
approved  a  definitive  plan  for  six  lots.    This  is  the  first  subdivision 
approved  in  the  town  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Laws. 

The  Board  began  work  on  developing  a  comprhensive  series  of 
town  maps  to  be  used  as  a  basic  planning  tool  for  the  town. 

The  most  important  activity  of  the  Board  this  year  was  to  propose 
amendments  to  the  town's  protective  bylaws.    The  results  of  the 
questionnaire  were  used  to  help  determine  the  wishes  of  the  towns- 
people in  regards  to  future  growth.    A  series  of  public  hearings 
were  held  to  acquaint  residents  with  the  proposed  amendments,  and 
an  explanatory  booklet  was  mailed  to  all  households  in  the  town.  The 
amendments  were  designed  to  place  control  over  the  growth  of  the 
town  in  the  hands  of  our  citizens,  as  well  as  bring  the  bylaws  into 
conformance  with  state  law  Chapter  808.    Implementation  of  such  local 
control  was  also  made  particularly  urgent  by  the  proposed  sewer 
system  and  the  possibility  of  housing  developments. 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  June  22-23,  1977  to  vote  on  the 
amendments,  and  a  number  of  important  changes  to  the  bylaws  were 
approved,  especially  in  regards  to  local  control  over  multiple 
family  dwelling  units.    All  the  amendments  which  were  approved  by  the 


town  were  subsequently  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  on  September  16, 
1977  and  became  effective  by  law  as  of  the  date  of  their  adoption  by 
Town  Meeting. 

The  passage  of  these  amendments  was  instrumental  in  subsequent 
approval  of  the  proposed  town  sewer  system,  which  had  been  previous- 
ly turned  down  by  voters,  many  of  whom  were  concerned  about  possible 
uncontrolled  growth  if  the  sewer  were  to  be  constructed.     The  bylaw 
changes  were  intended  to  check  such  growth. 

In  the  coming  year,  the  Planning  Board  will  continue  to  work 
on  updating  town  bylaws  and  work  on  other  planning  projects  to 
further  protect  the  natural  and  architectural  beauty  of  the  town 
and  to  maintain  the  quality  of  life  in  Williamsburg.     The  Board  plans 
to  republish  the  bylaws  as  well  as  provide  information  to  the 
citizens  about  their  town. 

The  board  meets  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  Town  Office  Building  on  the 
first,  third  and  fourth  Monday  each  month.    All  regular  meetings 
and.  special  meetings  are  announced  in  the  newspaper,  and  public 
participation  is  encouraged  at  all  meetings.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 


The  Recreation  Commission  is  continuing  to  seek  more  and  better 
ways  to  serve  the  townspeople.    Many  already  implemented  programs 
continue  to  provide  enjoyment  and  others  are  being  considered. 
Perhaps  the  biggest  project  being  undertaken  at  present  is  the 
tennis  courts.    The  Tennis  Courts  Committee  is  actively  looking  for 
people  to  serve  and  anyone  interested  may  contact  any  Commission 
member.    The  already  six  member  committee  need  participation  by 
townspeople  to  aid  in  fund  raising,  assist  in  planning  and  obtain- 
ing information.    At  present,  with  legal  action  and  the  generosity  of 
Mrs.  Claire  Besner,  clear  title  will  be  held  by  the  town  to  land 
adjacent  to  the  Ellen  Ames  Field  which  will  provide  the  necessary 
area  to  implement  courts  in  Haydenville.    Also  in  that  interest, 
the  Commission  is  studying  re-alignment  of  the  field  to  increase 
in  demand  for  other  recreational  activities  along  with  the  tennis 
courts . 

With  the  help  of  the  Planning  Board  Report,  the  Commission  is 
updating  its  five  year  plan.    Within  the  plan  will  be  the  possibility 
of  a  part  time  Director. 

This  past  year  of  1977  was  successful  within  the  areas  of 
baseball,  softball,  soccer,  and  basketball.    Again  these  programs 
could  not  be  undertaken  without  the  help  of  townspeople  who  coach, 
teach  and  give  of  their  time.    There  were  four  softball  teams,, 
four  Little  League,  1  Hilltown,  1  Babe  Ruth  and  two  adult  softball 
teams,  and  15  soccer  participants. 

The  Summer  Recreation  Program  included  eighth  graders  this  year 
and  in  spite  of  the  decreased  school  child  enrollment,  weekly 
averages  for  youth  participating  was  J6  with  52  on  Look  Park  days. 
Many  new  programs  were  implemented  into  the  summer  plan  and  viewed  as 
highly  successful  by  the  Director,  Renee  Magdalenski  and  her  staff. 
A  review  of  salaries  and  responsibilities  was  undertaken  this  fall 
to  update  this  part  of  the  program. 

Halloween  parties  were  again  sponsored  in  Haydenville  with  the 
help  of  the  Legion  and  in  Williamsburg  in  cooperation  with  the 
Mother's  Club. 

The  Ski  Clinic  wa53  again  held  on  December  15  with  a  15  minute 
instructional  ski  film  under  the  guidance  of  Howard  Redpath,  Berk- 
shire Ski  School  Director.    Over  60  people  from  town  have  signed  up 
for  reduced  recreation  rates  and  the  ski  bus  has  averaged  ^4-5  people 
each  of  the  5  weeks  it  has  run.    Much  interest  has  been  shown  in 
continuing  the  ski  bus  and  a  ski  lesson  booster  program  will  be 
offered  by  the  Snow  Basin. 
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A  Co-ed  Gym  Night  for  over  30  was  {sponsored  last  March.  Seven- 
teen persons  signed  up,  but  in  reality  the  most  participating  at 
one  time  was  6  and  the  program  was  cancelled.    However,  this  year 
the  program  will  be  held  in  January  for  IP  and  over.    The  change  in 
age  group  might  prove  to  be  more  successful. 

Several  mid-winter  free  swim  buses  were  sponsored  to  the  YMCA, 
The  average  number  of  participants  was  21.  This  program  will  again 
be  offered  this  winter  for  grades  U  and  up. 

The  Commission  sponsored  a  team  to  participate  in  the  Lions 
Club  event,  "Anything  Goes."    Although  our  team  point  average  was 
low,  spirits  were  good  and  competition  with  three  other  towns  was 
enjoyed  by  all. 

A  frost  free  hydrant  and  valve  was  installed  at  the  Ellen  Ames 
field  to  provide  water  source  for  spraying  the  area  for  skating. 
An  outdoor  frost  free  faucet  was  installed  at  the  James  School  with 
insulated  rubber  hose  also  available  for  spraying.    Recreation  Comm. 
members  Jim  Moran  and  Peter  Cerreta  have  been  doing  the  spraying 
during  good  weather,  but  other  volunteers  are  needed  for  the  program 
to  insure  continued  spraying.    The  time  involved  would  not  be  much 
if  enough  people  participated. 

The  Council  on  Ageing  has  had  several  bus  trips  sponsored  within 
the  Recreation  budget.    Any  residents  with  any  ideas  or  needs 
concerning  Recreation  is  invited  to  attend  meetings  which  are  announc- 
ed in  the  Daily  Hampshire  Gazette.     The  Commission  wants  and  needs 
community  participation. 

Many  thanks  and  much  appreciation  goes  to  all  those  who  helped 
to  make  19?7  another  successful  year.    This  continued  support  is 
the  key  to  making  Recreation  available  to  everyone.

Brides  (first  marriage  only  applying  within  90  days  after  marriage) 
may  qualify  for  a  gift  of  $100.00.    Nursing  students  may  apply,  within 
six  months  after  entry  into  a  nursing  school,  for  a  $300.00  gift  upon 
graduating  with  a  R.N,  degree.    Widows,  with  children  under  18,  who 
do  not  remarry  and  do  remain  within  the  town  may  apply  for  $200.00 
annually.

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REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN,  DUTCH  ELM 
AND  PUBLIC  NUISANCE  SUPT. 


Under  our  planting  program  eight  shade  or  ornamental  trees 
were  planted  on  various  streets  in  the  spring  and  six  sugar  maples 
planted  along  Fairfield  Avenue  on  the  west  side  of  the  ballfield 
in  the  fall. 

All  streets  have  been  gone  over,  and  with  the  exception  of 
three  large  maples  that  are  now  under  contract  to  be  removed,  all 
dead  trees  have  been  removed.    Some  of  the  pruning  and  cabling 
has  also  been  completed  and  the  rest  will  be  done  during  the  winter 
months.    Shade  trees  are  now  in  good  condition  on  most  streets 
but  it  does  take  considerable  time  and  money  to  keep  them  that  way. 

We  took  samples  of  thirty-four  elm  trees  suspected  of  having 
dutch  elm  disease  and  thirty-one  of  these  were  found  to  have  this 
disease.    All  but  one  has  been  removed  and  that  one  will  be  bid 
out  after  the  ground  freezes  so  they  can  get  to  it.    There  are 
also  a  number  of  dead  elms  that  do  not  .sample  out  that  we  will 
remove  during  the  winter  months. 

Our  regular  roadside  spraying  was  done  during  the  first  week 
in  September.    We  also  worked  two  days  removing  tent  caterpillars. 
Again  this  year  there  was  ho  problem  with  gypsy  moths  but  we  will 
check  again  for  egg;  clusters  during  winter  and  spring.

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VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 


Early  In  1977  Mrs.  Sharon  Lashway  found  it  necessary  to 
resign  an  our  Visiting  Nurse  because  of  family  obligations.  Her 
resignation  was  received  with  regret  as  she  had  been  a  faithful  and 
popular  nurse.    She  has  been  able  to  assist  the  present  nurse  on 
occasion  during  the  year,  and  we  are  grateful  for  her  assistance. 

The  Association  was  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mrs. 
Michael  (Lynda)  Dorval  who  has  also  proven  to  be  well  liked.  Mrs. 
Dorval  is  on  duty  between  the  hours  of  9*00  -  12:00.  Monday  through 
Friday,  and  may  be  reached  by  calling  268-36^9. 

A  total  of  238  patients  in  Williamsburg  and  Haydenville  were 
served  during  the  year.  In  addition,  the  nurse  conducted  a  blood 
pressure  clinic  each  month,  alternating  between  the  two  villages. 
Attendance  at  the  clinics  totalled  approximately  U^O, 

Through  affiliation  with  the  Northampton  Visiting  Nursing 
Association,  those  patients  who  qualified  for  Medicare  or  Medicaid 
were  attended  by  a  nurse  from  Northampton,  and  the  charge  for  her 
mileage  was  paid  by  our  association  at  the  rate  of  2  50  per  mile. 
(Our  local  nurse  received  only  15(2  •) 

Another  service  which  has  been  provided  has  been  the  loan 
without  charge  of  equipment  to  residents  of  Haydenville  and  Williams- 
burg.    This  equipment  includes  hospital  beds,  wheel  chairs,  walkers, 
crutches,  and  other  sick-rrom  aids.    Loan  of  equipment  may  be  obtain- 
ed by  calling  the  nurse  or  an  officer  of  the  Association. 

In  line  with  other  costs,  those  of  the  Association  have  also 
risen,  caused  by  a  higher  minimum  wage  requirement,  and  higher  FIGA 
and  Unemployment  taxes.    At  the  beginning  of  1977,  the  nurse's 
salary  wan  increased  from  $35  to  $50  for  a  20-hour  week;  for  1978 
her  hours  will  be  reduced  to  15  per  week  in  order  to  meet  another 
Increase  in  the  minimum  wage.    She  will  continue  to  receive  $50  a 
week,  and  the  change  will  not  affect  her  services  to  the  community. 

The  members  of  the  Association,  as  well  as  the  entire  town,  were 
saddened  by  the  death  in  October  of  Hilarione  Williston,  who  had 
served  as  the  president  of  our  Association  for  more  than  ten  years. 
Her  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Association  and  in  the  welfare  of 
the  residents  of  the  community  was  sincere  and  unfailing.    We  owe  her 
a  debt  of  gratitude  and  appreciate  having  had  the  opportunity  to 
know  her  and  to  work  with  her.

Due  to  the  new  EPA  Clean  Drinking  Water  Act,  the  Water  Dept. 
has  been  concentrating  iff?  attention  to  meeting  the  demand;;  of  thifl 
Act.     Water  quality  must  be  tested  every  day  and  sample??  sent  to  a 
testing  lab  twice  a  month  to  assure  a  wholesome  product  is  being 
delivered.     In  addition,  back-up  systems  are  required  at  the  chlorina- 
tor  in  case  of  failure  of  the  operating  unit. 

Mr.  Donald  Otis,  Supt,  and  Roger  Bisbee  were  sent  to  a  seminar 
over  a  period  of  several  weeks,  to  learn  the  technicalities  of  the 
Clean  Drinking  Water  Act. 

The  financial  impact  of  the  Clean  Drinking  Water  Act  has  caused 
the  budget  of  the  Water  Dept.  to  increase  due  to  the  equipment 
required.     It  is  hoped  that  after  this  initial  phase,  the  budget  can 
be  reduced  to  a  more  realistic  level. 

Mr,  James  Lyman  resigned  from  the  Water  Board  due  to  moving 
from  town.    Walter  E.  Kellogg,  III  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  until  the  next  election. 

Most  other  work,  other  than  that  pertaining  to  the  Clean  Drink- 
ing Water  Act  was  the  usual;  new  installations,  renewals,  etc.

Looking  at  the  budgetary  relationships  between  the  extremities 
of  the  table  above,  we  find  the  following:

From  the  table  above,  it  can  also  be  seen  that  while  the  total 
budgetary  increase  over  the  seven  year  span  has  been  37.8$,  the 
vocational  education  costs  have  risen  647.7$.    Further,  if  the  local 
school  budget  did  not  have  to  include  vocational  educational  costs 
at  all,  the  total  increase  from  1971-2  to  1978-9  would  have  been 
only  13$  over  the  entire  seven  year  period. 

State  support  of  education  at  the  local  level  continues  to  be 
a  critical  issue  in  the  minds  of  taxpayers  and  legislators  alike.  As 
the  costs  of  education  rise  (along  with  everything  else),  the 
Commonwealth's  budget  for  funds  to  be  distributed  as  aid  to  the 
various  cities,  towns  and  districts,  once  again  has  failed  to  provide 
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for  full  funding  of  existing  state  aid  programs .  The  percentage  of 
aid  has  actually  gone  down  on  a  state  wide  basin. 


Many  legislators  feel  strongly  that  this  situation  will  not 
change  appreciably  unless  and  until  there  is  a  complete  overhaul  of 
the  entire  educational  aid  funding  process. 

The  greatest  single  problem  in  designing  a  change  in  any 
state-wide  funding  formula,  is  in  gaining  the  necessary  support  of 
legislators  in  whose  districts  there  are  communities  who  might 
suffer  a  reduction  in  the  aid  percentage  as  a  result  of  such 
communities  currently  having  high  percentage  factors  under  exist- 
ing programs.    It  would  seem  that  any  successful  state-aid  reform 
formula  must  have  two  important  ingredients;  first  a  solid  guaran- 
tee that  would  preclude  any  town  from  ever  receiving  less  aid  than 
currently  being  provided  and  second,  a  guarantee  of  substantially 
increased  aid  to  the  overwhelming  majority  of  communities. 

The  current  underfunding  of  existing  aid  programs  will  probably 
guarantee  the  latter  (if  a  reform  bill  is  fully  funded)  and  for  this 
reason,  it  seems  safe  to  forecast  that  the  Governor  together  with 
the  Great  and  General  Court  will  continue  a  program  of  fiscal 
underfunding  until  such  time  as  an  equllzed  educational  opportunity 
aid  bill  is  passed.    Such  a  bill  must  come,  be  it  accomplished  through 
the  self-initiated  actions  of  our  own  legislators  or  be  it  sparked 
by  the  mandates  of  the  Federal  Court  System,-  it  will  come.    In  the 
mean  while,  however,  do  not  expect  any  significant  improvement  in 
the  funding  of  existing  school  aid  programs.

The  budget  for  the  Regional  District  for  the  period  of  July  1, 
1978  to  June  30,  1979,  represents  the    amount  of  money  which  will  be 
needed  to  operate  and  maintain  the  District  and  its  school. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Agreement  establishing 
the  District  together  with  certain  provisions  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  the  School  Committee  has  adopted  a  tentative  budget 
for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  conducted  a  public  hearing  on  the  budget 
and  then  adopted  a  final  budget. 

The  Agreement  and  the  General  Laws  further  provide  that  the 
Committee  shall  apportion  among  the  member  towns  the  amounts  necessary 
to  be  raised  in  order  to  meet  the  said  budget.     The  amounts  so  appor- 
tioned for  each  member  town  shall  then  be  certified  by  the  Regional 
Treasurer  to  the  Treasurers  of    the  member  towns,  and  each  member  town 
shall,  at  its  next  annual  town  meeting,  appropriate  the  amount  so  cer- 
tified to  it.

The  Hampshire  Regional  School  Committee  regularly  held  its 
monthly  meeting??  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month  at  7  J  30  P.  M. 
at  the  Regional  School  in  Westhampton,  Mass.    Officers  for  the 

1977-  1978  school  year  were  Mrs.  Helmi  Viliesis,  Chairman j  Mr.  Albert 
Mason,  Vice  Chairman}  Mrs.  Cynthia  I.  McQueston,  Secretary;  Mrs. 
Jeannette  M.  O'Neill,  Treasurer. 

In  October  1977,  Mrs.  Joan  Purrington  replaced  Mr.  William 
Brunt  from  Chesterfield  who  resigned  because  of  ill  health. 

The  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  has  given  their  final 
certification  to  the  construction  grant  base  cost  of  the  Regional 
School  at  $3,93^,718.77  x  t>%  equalling  a  total  grant  of  $2,557,567.20. 

The  following  projects  are  being  undertaken  for  the  safety  of 
our  students  and  the  upgrading  of  our  school  in  conjunction  with 
the  recent  evaluation  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools.    These  are  slated  for  immediate  implementation} 
upgrading  of  the  fire  alarm  system  (lights  added  to  the  sound),  a 
dust  collection  system  for  the  Wood  Shop,  replacement  of  and  repair- 
ing of  certain  fire  doors  and  exterior  doors,  ventilation  of  shops, 
and  experminentation  with  windows  which  can  better  ventilate  the 
"courtyard"  rooms. 

In  the  area  of  Interscholastic  Athletics,  Girls  Junior  High 
Basketball  has  been  added  with  full  implementation  expected  by  the 

1978-  9  school  year. 

A  Breakfast  Program  was  initiated  at  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year,  but  was  discontinued  owing  to  a  modification  of  State  regula- 
tions and  a  lack  of  interest  by  the  students.
